It is Australia’s biggest office building and 


is being erected for one of the country’s biggest assurance firms, 
It goes up 12 storeys; is 150 feet high; contains quarter of a 
million square feet of office space and more than 3,000 people will work

PERSONALITY DIES 


. Austratia lost one of its most 
colourful personalittes with the 
death of Slr Ivan Holyman, who 
dicd in Honolulu last weekend. 


He was director of many 
Australian companies, but was 
best known as Chairman and 
Managing Director of Aus- 
tralian National Alrways, 
which, last year, flew mort 
than 13 million miles, carried 
more thon 600,000  passengera 
and just on 50,000 tong of 
(reight, 

Australian National Alrways 
Pty, Ltd, was formed -in 1937 
and right through its history 
Holyman played a leading and 
aggressive part. It was he who 
demanded ~— and achieved — 
on ecMficient Department , of 
Civil Aviatien, good navigation 
alds to flying, and eMclent alr- 
ports. It was he who  intro- 
ductd the first modern all- 
metal airliner to Australia, the 
Douglas DC2; he was also the 
first to introduce to Australia 
air-hostesses, free fight meals, 
automatic Insurance of passen- 
gers, and transport of bulk 
freight and livestock. 

He beat the Federal Govern- 
men’s plans to nationalise 
domestic airlines; o fight that 
took him to the Privy Council. 

Beaten in this direction, the 
Government then formed its 
own = airline — Trans-Australlan 
Alrlines — and Sir Ivan Holyman 
was involved Jn fighting this 
tremendous competitor right up 
to the time of his death. 


A PIONEER 


He had always hoped to get 
into the international air trade 
but each time was checked by 
Government policy, His last bids 
in this fleld were for services 
between Melbourne and Christ- 
church and from Sydney to 
South Africa. 

He ‘was the pioneer of the 
Alr Beef scheme: His freighters 
were used to fly beef carcasses 
from Imiand aobattoirs in the 
Kimberleys (WA) to the coast, 
In this way beef cattle could be 
sipughtered in their prime in- 
stead of loosing ccndition in the 
long drove to the coast, 

He was a World War I Veteran 
and one who was really upset at 
the news of his death was the 
N.S.W. Governor, ‘Sir John
